DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments are fully persuasive. The prior art of record does not 
disclose nor sufficiently suggest the combination of features as claimed and arranged 
by applicant. In particular pausing presentation of a streaming video program, opening a 
display window in response to the ad event signal, disabling at least one previously- 
enables size control function of the display window, adjusting the window to a 
predetermined size, displaying the ads, closing the window and resuming presentation 
of the streaming video program. 

Claims 1,4-7, 9-14, 16, 17, 19, 22-25, and 27-29 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
